Statement of purpose of bill as introduced:  This bill proposes to facilitate 8 

professional licensing for veterans and members of the U.S. Armed Forces 9 

who have a relevant military credential. 10 

An act relating to professional licensing for service members and veterans 11 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Vermont:  12 

Sec. 1.  26 V.S.A. § 906 is amended to read: 13 

§ 906.  EXAMINATIONS NOT REQUIRED 14 

(a)  Licenses for individuals who are licensed by another state or have 15 

received designation by the U.S. Armed Forces as a 12R Electrician or 16 

equivalent shall be issued without examination as provided pursuant to this 17 

section on payment of the required fee. 18 

(b)  A master’s or journeyman’s license, as the case may be, shall be issued 19 

to a person to whom a master electrician’s license or a journeyman 20 
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electrician’s license has been previously issued by another state, whose 1 

standards are equivalent to those of this state State, if under the laws or 2 

regulations rules of the state issuing the license a similar privilege is granted to 3 

electricians licensed under the laws of this state State.  4 

(c)  Except as otherwise provided by law, a journeyman’s license shall be 5 

issued to a service member or veteran who: 6
